MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR OF THE BUREAU Of 1HE BUDGET 




I hivi noticed that oo tmrtl occasions osrtain depart—it 
and agency officials have shorn a tendency to soak fires Ccngrsss 
larger appropriations than sere ocntsnplstod in official budget 
estimates.

The estimates which I transmit to Ccngrsss reflect a bala n ced 
program for the executive branch as a whole, and each individual 
estimate 4s considered in the light of this program, its re l a t ion- 
ship to other estimates, and tbs flsoal position of the Government. 
While agency witnesses before congressional oosadttees must feel 
fires to supply facts In answer to questions of oosmittee mashers, 

I oannot oondone the practice of seising upon any opportunity 
which presents itself to indicate an opinion, either directly or 
indirectly, that ay estimates are insufficient.
